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SECTION | 


The IBM 3270 Emulator provides communication between a SPERRY UNIVAC System/3 
(OS/3) system and an IBM central processor system that supports 3270 protocol. The 
3270 emulator functions as an IBM 3271 control unit, and provides support for both user 
programs resident in the OS/3 system and Sperry Univac local workstations. These local 
workstations function as IBM 3270 model 2 display stations. 


The IBM 3270 Emulator employs the ICAM standard interface, and user programs may use 


either dedicated or global network facilities. However, local workstations must use the 
ICAM global network facility.

The following features are supported: 

= Two-way alternate transmission (half duplex)

The emulator controls the transmission of messages and status between OS/3 and the 
remote IBM host as follows: 


5 Receive (Input) Functions 

- Acknowledge polls from the remote IBM host. 

- Acknowledge the receipt of error-free data messages. 

- Forward the message to the program or local workstation. 

- Negative acknowledge (NAK) messages found in error. NAKs are retransmitted 
until either an error-free message is received or the user-specified retry count is 
reached. 

- Optionally pass, strip, or convert IBM commands and orders (format control 
characters) from the received message. This is done based on the mode of 
operation and the user-specified ICAM generation. 

# # # $£%‘Transmit (Output) Functions 

—- $end status to the remote host based on mode of operation and session status. 

- Report status to the ICAM interface when a transmission line error occurs. 
Messages are retransmitted until either error-free transmission is accomplished 


or the user-specified retry count is reached. 


- Transmit messages to the remote host and report successful status to ICAM 
when transmission is accomplished. 


- Optionally pass, strip, or convert format control characters to IBM orders based 


on mode of operation and the user-specified ICAM generation.

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HARDWARE REQUIREMENTS 


The emulator operates on any System 80 or Series 90 processor that meets the minimal 
hardware configuration requirements for that specific model and satisfies the main storage 
requirements specified in the software documentation accompanying each release. 


Additional main storage and/or peripheral devices may be required, depending on the 
user's selection of the system’s supported features and the size of the user’s programs, 
files, and data bases.
